NETWORK Rail slammed the 
working practices of its own con¬ 
tractor after it threatened to tow- 
away cars belonging to household¬ 
ers in Faversham. 

Townspeople in Hilton Close received letters 
from railway contractor Trakside Systems Ltd 
on August 2 informing them a crane would be 
travelling through roads to a sub-station on 
the estate. 

The letter, from Trakside Systems Ltd read: 
“On Friday, August 13, a crane will be perform¬ 
ing lifting operations. The access route for the 
crane will go through Hilton Close. As the 
crane requires a minimum clearance of three 
metres any cars left which may cause an 
obstruction may be subject to removal.” 

However, homeowners - already fed up with 
the nightly din of the overnight trains — were 
left infuriated at the “heavy handed approach.” 

One resident, who did not want to be named, 
said: “They seem to think they can do anything 
they want and our views don’t count. They 
haven’t even offered anywhere else for us to 
park so it’s just more inconvenience. What 
happens if someone was on holiday for two 
weeks? It’s a bit heavy handed and won’t win 
them any friends.” 

Carol Rodgers lives a few doors away from 
the sub-station. She said the letter would only 
add to the bad feeling already felt towards 
Network Rail: “Our lives are already a misery

Academy gets 
cash for new 
development 


“GET your act together 
and ensure no further 
delays” was the directive 
issued by MP Gordon Hen¬ 
derson after he confirmed 
the Government released 
£56 million to rebuild The 
Sheppey Academy. 

The future of the school has been 
plagued with doubts after the 
Secretary of State, Michael Gove, put 
the brakes on the Building Schools for 
the Future programme, freezing cash 
earmarked to rebuild eveiy school in 
the country 

However Conservative Mr Hender¬ 
son, who has been lobbying for the 
cash, received a written guarantee 
from the Department of Education, 
and the Sittingboume and Sheppey 
MP said those involved must now get 
on and deliver. 

Future 

He said: ‘This is wonderful news 
for children on the Isle of Sheppey. I 
have been in almost daily contact 
with Michael Gove and am delighted 
he listened to my pleas and ended the 
uncertainty over the academy. Par¬ 
ents, children and teachers can now 
plan for the future with confidence. 

“Of course, we shouldn’t forget that 
the building work was delayed even 
before the Government’s review. 
Construction work should have start¬ 
ed earlier this year and if that had 
happened there would have been no 


question about the capital funding. 

“I am still not entirely sure why 
building work was delayed for a year, 
but I very much hope that all the 
interested parties will now get then- 
act together and ensure there are no 
further delays. 

“I have expended a lot of time and 
effort lobbying Michael Gove to 
release funds for our academy and it 
would be unforgivable if there were 
any more delays in getting the build¬ 
ing work started.” 

The £56 million Sheppey Aca¬ 
demy was set up as part of Kent 
County Council’s reorganisation of 
education on the island last year, 
which saw the introduction of a two- 
tier system. 

“There was considerable opposition 
to the change but opponents were 
placated with the academy project. 

It opened in September 2009 using 
ramshackle buildings that previously 
belonged to Minster College and 
Cheyne Middle School - two miles 
apart. However since its launch not a 
single brick has been laid. 

Last year, the heating trunking in 
Minster college collapsed and fell 
between two rows of desks, injuring a 
number of children and narrowly 
avoiding more serious consequences. 

With almost 2,500 pupils the acad¬ 
emy is the only secondary school on 
the island and is one of the largest in 
the country.

because of the noise of the high speed 

trains parked behind us. 

“That goes on all night, depriving 
us of a proper night’s sleep. Swale 
council should step in and help us but 
they do nothing. I rent and I like it 
here but I’m not sure how much 
longer I’ll be able to last.” 

Just as matters were set to boil over 
bosses from Network Rail stepped in 
and called an emergency meeting on 
Friday, August 6. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“Our contractor sent out a letter 
advising residents that we needed to 
replace some equipment at a substa¬ 
tion. A crane and other equipment 
was required. 

“The letter requested that vehicles 
were not parked in a way which pre¬ 
vented access to the site, and stated 
cars would be towed away if they were. 

“On this occasion, the letter was not 
cleared with Network Rail and did 
not reflect the standards of working 
practice we expect from contractors. 
This is not how we work. We will be 
taking this up with our contractor. 

“We are currently in discussions 
with residents to try and find an ami¬ 
cable solution so this important work 
can be carried out.” 

Trakside Systems Ltd declined to 
comment. 

Blazes swiftly dealt 
with around town 

FIRE fighters were kept busy around 
the district at the weekend. 

A car was set alight after being 
dumped in a field in Peel Drive in 
Sittingboume in the early hours of 
Saturday, August 7. Fire fighters 
took just under 30 minutes to tackle 
the blaze at 1.25am. Police have 
launched an investigation. 

Later on the same day a motorbike 
was abandoned in trees and set on 
fire at Attlee way in Sittingboume 
at 8.47pm. 

The blaze was quickly dealt with 
and the crew left just over ten min¬ 
utes later at 8.59pm. 

The following day fire fighters were 
called to a house in Cherry Gardens, 
Teynham, at 9.26pm after a cooker 
caught fire. The blaze was quickly 
extinguished and there were no 
causalities. 

Later the same evening 
Sittingboume fire fighters were 
called to Swale Way to reports that a 
stolen car had been torched in a field 
at 10.39pm causing nearby grass to 
catch fire. 

The fire was put out by 11.06pm. 
Police are investigating. 


Rare Maid of Kent rediscovered 


A RARE beetle once thought to be 
extinct in the UK has been sighted at 
the RSPB Elmley nature reserve on 
The Isle of Sheppey. 

A recent survey of the site uncov¬ 
ered two of the Maid of Kent beetles 
under fresh cow pats. 

Gordon Allison, warden at Elmley, 
said: “The site is a prime example of 
coastal grazing marsh. The presence 
of the Maid of Kent beetle shows the 
benefits of good land management 
and how important it is for the pro¬ 
tection of rare species. 


“As well as being a great rarity in 
UK terms, it’s a pretty smart looking 
insect. Most people would imagine 
beetles to be dull looking things, but 
the Maid of Kent is like a cross 
between a bumble bee and a beetle. It 
can land in fresh cow pats, burrow 
through them and emerge clean as a 
whistle on the other side.” 

An RSPB spokesman added: “The 
beetle is a top predator of the dung 
community, preying on adult and lar¬ 
val beetles and flies. The livestock 
grazing operation at RSPB Elmley 


provides a healthy supply of dung for 
the species.” 

The technique to uncover the bee¬ 
tles involved spreading the fluid 
manure with a trowel, resulting in 
the beetles popping out. 

The beetle was given endangered 
status in 1987 because it had not 
been reliably recorded anywhere in 
Britain since 1966, and not in north 
Kent since the 1950s.

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Community farm plan 
as stables branch out

PLANS for a huge animal park at 
Whents Farm in Teynham were 
announced this week. 

The 80-acre community farm will be home to 
a host of species such as alpacas, snakes, 
lizards, albino hedgehogs, rats, birds, rabbits, 
ponies, pigs, sheep and goats. 

It will also provide schoolchildren with the 
chance to work towards a qualification in ani¬ 
mal care after it was given permission to run 
BTEC courses. 

Brenda Tyler bought Whiteleaf Stables in 
Lower Road two years ago and after making a 
success of the business she bought the adjoin¬ 
ing Whents farm land with her son Michael to 
launch a community farm. 

The stables and the farm will be rebranded 
under the joint umbrella of the Whiteleaf 
Community Enterprise. 

Michael said: “The stables have done really 
well and over 200 children visit us each week to 
take riding lessons and learn about animal 
care. 

‘We also work with vulnerable youngsters, 
and we have found both groups respond really 
well to being around animals.” 

Michael, who is a qualified disability nurse, 
says the experience he has gained at the sta¬ 
bles, combined with his profession and love of 
animals proved the inspiration for a communi¬ 
ty farm. 

“Our aim is to bring something special to the 
community. It’s not all about profit, but doing 
something that contributes to the community.” 


Building work is expected to be complete by 
the end of September, when the first lot of ani¬ 
mals will arrive. Michael says he has already 
applied for a zoo licence, which he hopes to 
receive by the end of this year, meaning he can 
bring in a range of exotic animals too. 

Once finished, the farm will incorporate an 
education centre, animal boarding facility and 
children’s parties where youngsters can experi¬ 
ence being around different species and even 
take part in alpaca walking. 

Michael says Whiteleaf, already a member of 
the Kent Wildlife Trust, has taken on an ani¬ 


mal welfare specialist, who will manage the 
day-to-day needs of the animals as well as 
working alongside schools in the district to 
develop a broader animal care curriculum. 

The announcement of the farm plan comes as 
speculation about the future of Farming World 
in Faversham continues. The buildings and 
land at Nash Court in Boughton are on the 
market as four plots - one of which is home to 
the farming attraction.

Beach stunt drivers 
could have cars seized 


DRIVERS taking part in off-road 
stunts on beaches in the district 
have been warned to stop or risk 
having their motors seized. 

The warning was issued by police 
as three 4x4 drivers were caught at 
the Leas, in Minster. 

Officers from the neighbourhood 
policing team raced to the beach 
after receiving reports of the 
motorists’ anti-social antics. 

Each driver was issued with a 
warning and, if caught again, they 
risk having their vehicles seized. 

Minster PC Andy Dennett said: 
“This sort of behaviour won’t be tol¬ 
erated by the police. Not only can it 
ruin people’s quality of life, it is also 
dangerous for people on the beach.” 

A person who is warned for driving 
anti-socially is given an official form 


stating that if they are caught break¬ 
ing the rules again in the next 12 
months, they will have their vehicle 
seized. 

This warning goes against the dri¬ 
ver’s name and the vehicle. This 
means the vehicle can also be seized 
if another person drives it anti- 
socially or if the driver uses another 
vehicle. 

If the vehicle is seized, the owner 
have to pay £150 in recovery costs 
and £20-a-day storage fees for every 
day it is kept at the compound. If it is 
not recovered, it is crushed.

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'I won't rest 
until Gany is 
brought home'

THE partner of a retired fire¬ 
fighter branded a football thug 
and thrown in a Portuguese jail 
has made an emotional plea to 
the Government to help bring 
him home. 

Suzanne Lloyd-Baker, from Faversham, 
spoke to KOS Media after months of silence 
following the extradition of her long-term 
partner and father-of-six Garry Mann. 

The 40-year-old, who admitted the family 
was finding it hard to cope with what hap¬ 
pened, vowed to never give up hope. 

“It’s no use sitting here and doing nothing 
for Garry,” she said. 'We’re trying to get sup¬ 
port from the top to get him home.” 

Mr Mann - who was twice commended for 
bravery during his 31-year career in the fire 
service - was sent to prison in Portugal in 
May after a European Arrest Warrant (EAW) 
was issued relating to a disturbance in the 
Algarve resort of Albufeira in 2004. 

Back then the 52-year-old had been con¬ 
victed of football hooliganism in connection 
with a riot during the European 
Championships 2004. 

But the Birmingham City and England 
fan, from Faversham, denied being involved 
and said he had witnesses to prove it. 

However, within 48 hours he was arrested, 
charged and convicted of inciting a riot. 

Mr Mann claimed he saw a lawyer for only 
five minutes before his day-long trial and did 
not have proper access to a translator. 

He also claimed he was told that if he 
agreed to deportation he would not be sent to 
prison, so he chose to be deported. 

After returning to the UK, Mr Mann con¬ 
tinued a normal life with Ms Lloyd-Baker 
and their six daughters - two from his previ¬ 
ous relationship and four from hers. 

But in February, Portuguese officials issued 
an EAW - brought in to tackle terrorism 
cases in 2002 - on the grounds that Mr 
Mann had not served his sentence in the UK. 

Despite appeals and fights by Fair Trials 
International, he was extradited to Portugal 
to serve a two-year sentence in May. 

Ms Lloyd-Baker said: “It’s awful having to 
live life with him over there. My children are 
finding it very hard. We are very private peo-

pie and to come out and talk about it is very 
difficult.” 

But the 40-year-old is lobbying the 
Government to help release Mr Mann, who 
she believes was let down by the courts. 

The campaign is being supported by senior 
appeal court judge Lord Justice Moses who 
called the case a “serious injustice”. 

Ms Lloyd-Baker said she would make 
every effort to get Mr Mann home with assis¬ 
tance from Fair Trials International. 

“We’ve got to try and get Garry home,” said 
Ms Lloyd-Baker. ‘We’re trying to get politi¬ 
cians involved. Even David Blunkett who 
was against Garry at first has admitted the 
EAW is capturing the wrong type of people.” 

Then-Home Secretary Mr Blunkett said at 
the time of Mr Mann’s conviction he wanted 
to “nail him”. 

Ms Lloyd-Baker said she is rallying help 
from politicians and hopes to get in touch 
with her local MP for Faversham, Hugh 
Robertson. 

Shortly before his extradition, Mr Mann 
said: “I have been let down by the politicians 
that agreed to the UK’s rigid extradition 
laws and the EAW, and the judges who no 
longer seem willing to stand up for justice. 

“I am not the first victim of this system 
and, until it is reformed, I won’t be the last.” 

The coalition Government is to review the 
EAW legislation.

The incident, at the Macknade service 
station on Canterbury Road, happened 
just before 3.25am on Tuesday, July 27.

a grey or blue hooded top with a red 
emblem on the front, khaki combat 
trousers and black gloves. 

The second, of medium build, wore a 
dark hoodie with a gold Adidas symbol on 
the front and back, dark trousers and 
brown gloves. Under the hood was a light 
grey or blue baseball cap. 

Investigating officer, Carli Davies, said: 



“The pair used a black Vauxhall Astra 
which we believe had a Y-registration 
plate and they drove off along Canterbury 
Road, towards Brenley roundabout.”

A young 
chap, he’s studied sports and nutrition at col¬ 
lege and clearly knows his stuff 

Eddie was approachable and made me feel 
really comfortable. 


The first thing he told me was I don’t need to 
run to lose weight. In fact, Eddie said walking 
is better for weight loss and less likely to 
knacker my knees. 

Eddie explained that while runners’ bodies 
draw on carbohydrate supplies for energy, hill- 
walkers use calories (energy) directly from fat 
stores. All I have to do is keep my heart rate in 
a ‘fat-burning zone.’ 

Using the heart rate monitor on the tread¬ 


mill, I am able to simulate hill-walking, con¬ 
trolling the intensity of my workout so my 
heart runs between 110 and 120 beats per 
minute - or 60 per cent of my maximum car¬ 
diac output. 

The principle of fat burning is to reduce your 
body’s overall fat content while building and 
maintaining lean muscle mass. 

By walking in the fat zone, 85 per cent of the 
calories I bum will be fats, five per cent pro¬ 
tein and ten per cent carbohydrate. 

Conversely, when I run my heart needs to 
work much harder which places me in a ‘car¬ 
diac zone’. 

Fat burning still takes place in this zone, but 
there is more emphasis on aerobic systems 
which generate lactic acid and bum proteins 
once you have mn out of blood sugar. 

So instead of chopping and changing equip¬ 
ment I now stay on the treadmill for longer to 
keep my heart in the fat-buming zone. 

Backside 

Eddie also started me on a weight-training 
programme, assuring me that by using large 
muscle groups I won’t end up looking like a 
Russian shot-putter. 

Moreover, because my muscles will seek to 
repair themselves I’ll continue to bum calories 
even after my workout is finished. The upshot 
is, I can sit on my sofa and still lose weight. 

After just one hour with Eddie I’m more 
knowledgeable, I feel more in control of my 
exercise plan, I’m burning 500 calories in 45 
minutes, I’ve found a healthy way to relieve 
stress and lift my mood and I can legitimately 
sit on my backside and still lose weight. 

Don’t knock it until you’ve tried it.

DRIVEN out by traffic, a butchers 
shop in Ospringe closed its doors for 
the final time at the weekend, bring¬ 
ing 165 years of trading to an end. 

With 15,000 vehicles using the busy A2 road 
each day, owner Chris Barkaway said it was just 
too difficult for customer to stop and shop. 

The family business, which launched in 1865, 
will now operate solely from premises in West 
Street, Faversham. The Ship Inn is now the only 
remaining business in the village. John Baker 
has been its landlord for 23 years. 

Speaking to yourswale, he said Ospringe 
Street had changed beyond recognition. 

He said: “It’s very sad to see the butchers close 
but unfortunately it’s a sign of the times. The 
traffic and supermarkets have killed everything 
off. We’ve found it a struggle trying to compete 
against cheap booze and I imagine it’s been the 
same for everyone. 

“When we first arrived here there was a sweet 
shop, paper shop, post office, greengrocers, bak¬ 
ery, butchers and a pub. It was a busy and thriv¬ 
ing little place. One by one they’ve all gone. 

“I believe the authorities won’t be satisfied 
until Ospringe is totally residential. The Ship 
Inn is the last. It’s a case of guns at the ready for 
the oncoming enemy” 

Mr Barkaway said although he had been 


forced to close the shop he and his son Chris had 
managed to avoid redundancies by employing a 
little bit of lateral thinking. 

“It’s the end of an era but the road got so busy 
that even our regular customers were finding it 
hard to stop,” he said. 

”We only had a small parking area and many 
found it difficult to get back onto the main road. 
So we have worked hard to diversify and keep 
up with times by offering a delivery service to 
businesses and creating ready-prepared meals. 

“We also keep up with what celebrity chefs 
are doing, recreating their menus. Not so long 
back we had a huge run on Spitfire sausages 
used by Gaiy Rhodes.” 


Mr Barkaway said his great-great-grandfa- 
ther, Richard Barkaway, would not recognise 
the shop today 

“Back then they would have whole sides of 
beef hanging and cut straight from the bone. 

“There was no refrigeration and everything 
would be kept fresh on huge trays of ice. People 
shopped each day for their groceries and would 
buy their meat fresh. The shop’s delivery boy 
would take the meat to the country houses twice 
a day by bicycle. 

“While we are still traditional butchers we 
want the business to pass on to future genera¬ 
tions and to do this we have to move with the 
times.”

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Get on board in rail 
service discussions 


RAIL-users are being urged to unite with 
politicians and pressure groups to push for 
improvements to Kent’s train service. 

It follows a meeting between transport 
minister Theresa Villiers and Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways 
Cllr Nick Chard about problems caused by 
the High Speed One (HS1). 

Cllr Chard is now calling on passengers 
to help create a united front to press the 
Government for better services. 

“The rail franchise in Kent is due for 
renewal in 2012, or 2014 if Southeastern is 
granted an extension,” he said. 

“Work needs to start now if we are going 
to shape the future of our rail services. 

Since the new HS1 timetable was fully 
rolled out in December, services for the 
north and east of the county, Maidstone, 
and Deal, have been plagued by problems. 

Some of the 'classic’ slower services run¬ 
ning between Maidstone and the City were 
cut and passengers from areas including 
Thanet and Heme Bay found they were 
paying more money for a reduced, poorer 
service on the conventional lines. 

At times, some passengers returning 
from London to Margate found it took two 
hours, instead of one hour 35 minutes. 

“That’s slower than in 1927,” said MP 
Roger Gale, who has campaigned for better 
services since HS1 was introduced. 

‘When the HS1 is run¬ 
ning late, the classic serv¬ 
ice is stopped and held 
back - the passengers on 
the reduced, overcrowded 
classic service have to 
watch as the almost 
empty HS1 goes past. 

“The service along the 
Kent coast is slower, £13 Theresa Villiers 
more expensive for a day 
ticket and only takes people to St Pancras. 

“The original timetable needs to be 
brought back for the people who are travel¬ 
ling to other London stations like Cannon 
Street, London Bridge or Victoria,” he said. 

“Modem signalling needs to be brought 
in so trains can move on both sides of the 
track. The so-called fast train can’t actually 
move at high speed along the Kent coast 
until it passes the Medway towns.” 

A rail summit was held at County Hall in 
March to discuss the situation and another 
one for later this year is being organised. 

Cllr Chard said: “It is so important that 
rail-user groups come forward. We need a 
united Kent voice and I want people to 
make a contribution by saying what they 
think is needed.”

Police dogs 'bite 7 50 


KENT Police dogs have bitten 
almost 50 people in the past 15 
months, according to new figures. 

Of that number, four victims were innocent 
members of the public caught up in police 
chases and, in one case, a missing person 
search. Four police officers were also bitten, 

But the majority of those bitten were sus¬ 
pected criminals and in almost half the cases 
were being pursued by police. 

Crimes included burglaries, stolen vehicles, 
suspected arson, fights and in one incident 
threats to an officer. 

From January 2009 to June 2010, 49 people 
were bitten by police dogs, causing injuries 
such as puncture marks, grazes and scratches. 

In some incidents the dog gripped a person’s 
clothing - which has to be reported as a bite - 
or there was no injury sustained. 

In the four cases of members of the public 
being bitten, one reported a puncture wound

to the ankle, two reported reddening arms and 
one claimed to have been bitten on the arm. 

The 41 suspects - one of whom was a violent 
prisoner and another wanted in connection 
with violent assault - complained of either 
puncture wounds, bruising or bite marks. 

Since 2005, six claims have been made 
against the police regarding dog bites - three 
are now dormant, one was discontinued, 
another is ongoing and in one case the 
claimant received £63 for a ripped jacket. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams said 
all Kent Police dogs are trained to the nation¬ 
al standard. 

“Handlers also undergo continuous refresh¬ 
er training throughout the year,” he said. 

“Police dogs are trained to protect them¬ 
selves and their handlers from violent attack, 
and also to chase and detain fleeing suspects. 


“They help to arrest 
more than 1,000 suspects 
every year.” 

He said people who are 
violent towards the dog 
or the handler, or act in a 
threatening way may get 
bitten “as a result of their 
own actions”. 

“Our force has one of 
the leading dog teams in 
the country and has won 
national awards at a 
number of police events.” 

In all cases except one the breed involved in 
the reported bites was German shepherd. The 
one exception involved a mallinois, a variety of 
the Belgian shepherd dog. 

The Kent Police Dog Unit performs patrol 
duties, public order duties, explosives search¬ 
ing, weapon detection, cash detection and fire 
arms support.

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Births, deaths and lending books 


A BIG shake-up in public services 
could see people registering births 
and deaths with librarians. 

A six-month pilot project is under way at 
Ashford and Sevenoaks libraries where regis¬ 
tration services have been relocated. 

Library staff are being trained to register 
births and deaths, with registrars being 
trained to become librarians. 

The changes are part of a scheme looking at 
how the services can be delivered together. 

It comes after Kent County Council revealed 
it has to make £15 million in savings this year 
as a result of coalition Government cuts. 

Although concerns have been raised by 
Unison, KCC said the trial would help look at

the best way to deliver registrations. 

“It will give us an opportunity to test how 
the services can work together to provide cus¬ 
tomers with better access at a more conven¬ 
ient and familiar location,” an official said. 

“We also want to explore how we can make 
the most of our premises and staffing 
resources across the county.” 

Initial plans saw an over-the-counter serv¬ 
ice, where people wanting to register a birth or 
death would have to do so surrounded by 
library users. Unison argued this would be 
insensitive for people registering deaths. 

David Lloyd, the Kent branch’s general sec¬ 


retary, said: “Some people raised concerns 
about the way in which registrations were to 
be carried out. They were worried about the 
practice, where if you were registering a death 
it would be done over the counter. 

“We think we have won on this point and it 
has been agreed there will be private rooms 
available for registrations.” 

Mr Lloyd said although there have been no 
formal objections to the changes, the merging 
of services is a concern to the union. 

“We’ve not been made aware of any job loss¬ 
es, but this is something we will keep an eye 
on. Staff have not objected to changes, but 
there are worries about what is happening. 

“We really need to see how it’s all going to 
work before we bring these up.” 


Staff involved in the trial have been fully 
trained, with librarians in birth and death reg¬ 
istration and registrars in relevant library 
duties, including premises management and 
staff rotas. A spokeswoman said: “The results 
of the pilot are being assessed and evaluated 
before any decisions are taken that might 
impact on staff in the longer term. 

“Any changes to the terms and conditions 
and jobs descriptions of staff will be subject to 
full consultation with the unions and staff.” 

She added: “The Kent Registration Service 
has been offering birth and death registration 
at a number of locations for some time, includ¬ 
ing Gateways and hospitals.” 

A survey is being carried out to gather feed¬ 
back from the public. 


My 'Massive' 

RESPECTED rap producer Lewis Parker 
says he will never forget his Kentish back¬ 
ground, despite leaving the country in his 
quest for fame and fortune. 

Years before moving to New York to work 
with some of the biggest names on the 
American hip-hop scene, a then teenage 
Parker developed his own style 
while living in a house opposite 
Canterbury’s St Lawrence cricket 
ground. And despite now living 
thousands of miles away, the 33- 
year-old insists he is still a mem¬ 
ber of the Westgate Massive’ that 
took its name from the historic 
towers in the city. 

“When I lived in Kent the 
majority of people I knew were 
into hip-hop,” he said. “I really 
embraced that and that’s where 
my style was formed. Most of my 
friends were DJs, record collectors 
or MCs, and when my first record 
came out it was all about repre¬ 
senting the Westgate Massive and 
giving them shout-outs. Nobody 
was representing Kent and 
Canterbury as hard as I was, and 
I felt the love back too.” 

Parker, who attended Chaucer 
Technology College during his 
three years in Canterbury, received his big 
break in 1998 when he released his first LP 
- Masquerades and Silhouettes - through 
Massive Attack’s own record label 
Melankolic. But after five years, the London-

bom talent moved to Queens, New York. 
Parker’s career took off and enabled him to 
work with such stars as Ghostface Killah 
from the Wu-Tang Clan. “I don’t give a damn 
where I’m living,” he said. “I could go the mid¬ 
dle of the Amazon and still produce the same 
dope rhymes I do now. I didn’t want to repre¬ 
sent just one area. I wanted recog¬ 
nition on a worldwide scale, and 
that’s why I moved to New York - 
to reach that next level. 

“I’ve always been the underdog 
and the guy who has an album 
but no music videos. I’ve always 
played the back role and I’m still 
in that same battle. People in the 
industry know me and respect me 
but I’m still fighting to get that 
recognition.” 

Last month saw the release of 
Brooklyn-based MC River 
Nelson’s debut album - the Rise 
and Fall of River Nelson - which 
was produced by Parker and 
released through the World of 
Dusty Vinyl Records. 

Parker said: “I was planning to 
release the album a couple of 
years ago but it was delayed 
when I got stuck in the UK. By 
the time I returned I’d fallen out 
with my business partner and the album 
just got stuck in the pipeline. River and I 
decided to put it out digitally and we’re still 
trying to get some physical stuff done, but 
we’re both very happy with it.”

Cloned beef 'no problem' for NFU 


THE National Farmers’ Union in Kent said 
it has no problems with cloned beef entering 
the UK’s food chain. 

It comes after the Food Standards Agency 
discovered meat from a bull, bom using an 
embryo from an American cloned cow, was 
sold for human consumption in Scotland. 

Experts are divided on the rights and 
wrongs of the meat being eaten by humans. 

The RSPCA wants cloning banned, but an 
NFU Kent spokesman said: “We understand 
there is no health risk posed by eating meat 
from cloned animals. The UK has a world- 
class cattle identification and tracing system 
which is monitored by Government authori¬ 
ties including the FSA. 

“The ‘passport’ each animal has also con¬ 
tains genetic details. No cloning can take 
place in the UK. But in the case of a progeny 
from a cloned animal, the passport would 
identify the host dam, which is the mother.” 

Darren Griffin, professor of genetics at the 
school of bioscience at the University of 
Kent, said: “No-one has ever found evidence 
that cloned meat is in any way dangerous to 
eat. You should never say never, but I can’t 
see a way that it might be, and there are all 
sorts of things we should worry about before 


this. The issue is that people should be able 
to know what they are going to put in to 
their mouths. I think the two issues are get¬ 
ting mixed up here.” 

Compassion in World Farming said cloning 
was cruel because “many animals suffer in 
the pursuit of higher yields because they are 
stretched to the limits of their physical 
capacity”. 

But Prof Griffin said: “To say this is cruel 
because it physically affects the animal is 
stretching too far. The embryos are implant¬ 
ed and the animals are bom in the normal 
way and, presumably, treated no differently.” 

The meat entered the food chain after two 
bulls from the embryos of a cow cloned in the 
USA were bought by farmer Steven Innes at 
Newmeadow Farm, near Naim. 

Meat from one was sold on to be eaten after 
the animal was slaughtered in July, last year. 

The second bull was slaughtered in July, 
this year, but was not allowed into the food 
chain. 

The FSA also said meat from another off¬ 
spring of a cloned cow had entered the food 
chain. 

The animal, called Parable, was bom in 
May, 2007, and slaughtered on May 5, 2010.

Ian MacMillan explains why the petrol-head's need for speed is neither big nor clever 



DRIVING cars and motorbikes fast. 
Clever or stupid? 

Having driven a car safely for more than 50 years, 
I watched with mounting anger a TV documentary 
about recently qualified young boy and girl racers. 

Statistics show that the arrogant, selfish and igno¬ 
rant anti-heroes featured are a danger to themselves 
and others on the road and yet, until confronted by 
the possible consequences of their antisocial behav¬ 
iour, they were quite happy - and indeed proud - to 
race on the road, exceed the speed limit and so on. 

They seem to get a thrill out of speed, and the pride 
comes from the irrational feeling that it is them 
rather than the car’s engine that causes the speed. 

As though putting the car in a certain gear and 
stamping on the accelerator is macho and clever. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if this antisocial, dangerous and, 
indeed, childish behaviour was deprecated by all. But, 
alas, that is not the case. 

Certain young boy racers make a lucrative living by 
driving cars recklessly and dangerously fast. Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton to name just two. 

Money is one thing, but fame is another, and in 
petrol-head circles, this is best achieved by almost 
killing yourself. 

A middle-aged racer from Kent shot to fame after a 
spectacular crash in the Indianapolis race and Top 
Gear’s Richard Hammond brought out an autobiogra¬ 
phy on the back of doing something extremely silly. 


There are people who should know better who claim 
to see no connection between what the likes of Button 
and Hamilton are admired for doing and what the 
maligned boy racers do on the public highway. 

As though, for instance, it would be perfectly accept¬ 
able for the NHS to campaign against smoking on the 
grounds that it is injurious to health while at the 
same time allowing smoking companies to sponsor a 
smoking contest. 

Having watched the Tour de France and the 
European athletics championships, where the con¬ 
testants hone their bodies to as near perfection as 
they can, it amazes me that getting into a car or on a 
motorbike and ‘racing’ is considered a sport. 

Back in 1979 a motorbike racer wrecked my grass¬ 
roots career as a runner (a mere 19th-ranked in the 
Commonwealth over the marathon in 1969).

Livestock lifeline in 
the disaster zone 

Animal welfare charities must be 
included on the board of the 
Disasters Emergency Committee. 

This is not some dewy-eyed 
bunny-hugging plea: it is a hard- 
nosed life-saving reality that has 
been proved over and over again 
that if you do not save livestock at 
the same time that you save 
human life then in the longer term 
more people will continue to die. 

There is an impression that “we 
must save women and children 
first” and, of course, every effort has 
to be made to rescue people who 
are stranded, in danger and with¬ 
out water and food. 

But unless a simultaneous effort 
is made to save donkeys, goats and 
other livestock then in the long-run, 
once the floods have receded and 
the media spotlight has moved on, 
people left without any means to 
sustain themselves will starve to 
death. There is, I would suggest, 
small point in saving life today only 
to perpetuate the system that 
means that some of those lives will 
be lost tomorrow. 

In Darfur this situation has 
occurred not once but twice. In 
Kenya SPANA unilaterally worked 
to save thousands of animals. In 
Haiti the livestock has been deci¬ 
mated. And in Pakistan we are see¬ 
ing that in some areas a donkey is 
more use in assisting the rescue 
effort than mechanised transport. 

The DEC does good work but it is 
an exclusive club that has resisted 
the inclusion of animal welfare rep¬ 
resentation for too long and I 
believe the time has come for 
Government to intervene and, in 
the interests of life-saving humani¬ 
ty, insist that animal rescue is 
afforded the representation and pri¬ 
ority that its importance warrants.

Delight and relief at 
rejection of KIG 

Protect Kent is delighted to learn 
that secretary of state Eric Pickles 
has rejected the appeal from AXA 
for the Kent International Gateway 
(KIG) freight depot at Bearsted. 

Common sense has prevailed. The 
secretary of state agreed with the 
inspector’s summary recommend¬ 
ing rejection of the application, with 
a number of factors weighing 
against the proposal. 

These factors include the loss of 
open countryside, harm to the set¬ 
ting of the Kent Downs AONB and 
damage to bridleways and foot¬ 
paths. Protect Kent gave evidence 
at the public inquiry last year and 
believe any future use for this site 
will have similar impacts. We par¬ 
ticularly want to highlight the 
ridiculous claim that KIG would 
have reduced carbon emissions. 
AXA also failed to deal with the 
strong evidence submitted on secu¬ 
rity and the effects of Operation 
Stack. This is a major victory and I 
would like to pay tribute to the 
hard work over many months and 
years by Protect Kent members 
and staff, StopKIG and residents. 
The strength of opposition was evi¬ 
denced by the extraordinarily high 
turnout at the 12-week inquiry. It is 
rare to see a community uniting so 
strongly and effectively. Beautiful 
countryside has been saved from 
steel and concrete. Generations to 
come will be able to walk along the 
Pilgrims’ Way and enjoy the breath¬ 


taking scenery from the North 
Downs. Protect Kent is hosting a 
screening of Monty Python at the 
Holy Grail at Leeds Castle, on 
August 21„ which is an opportunity 
for everyone to celebrate. Once we 
have analysed the inspector’s full 
report and the secretary of state’s 
decision letter, we will give our 
views in greater detail.

Social model of care 
best for new mums 

The new report suggesting a 
greater role for GPs in maternity 
care comes at a time when materni¬ 
ty services are under close scrutiny 
and though it makes some useful 
suggestions, the preferred model of 
care would be to continue to pro¬ 
vide a choice of carer and to active¬ 
ly promote midwife-led care to 
women. The current problems in 
maternity care are caused not by 
the principle of less GP involve¬ 
ment but rather by the lack of sup¬ 
portive systems to make the role of 
the lead carer, midwife or consult¬ 
ant obstetrician easier and seam¬ 
less. A partnership needs to emerge 
between the health professionals 
involved in the care of pregnant 
women, when they are well and 
when they are unwell. 

Birth is a normal, physiological 
process and the majority of women 
who are healthy, with a straightfor¬ 
ward pregnancy, do not require 


medical involvement either at GP 
or hospital consultant level. 

A social model of care is therefore 
preferable which is why midwife- 
led care should be offered to all 
women. Some women will benefit 
from the involvement of a GP or 
require specialist help from dieti¬ 
cians, substance abuse services or 
social services and some will want 
to maintain their relationship with 
their GP. However, many women 
find getting to know a midwife they 
can trust and who will be with 
them thought their pregnancy and 
birth is vital. 

Pregnant women in England cur¬ 
rently have a choice to receive their 
care from their GP or a midwife. 
The midwife will explain this choice 
to them when they book their first 
visit. GP knowledge on maternity 
issues has fallen behind current 
evidence and a considerable 
amount of retraining will be 
required to enable them to fulfill 
their role in pregnancy in relation 
to the health of the woman and 
baby with medical needs. 

Even more training would be 
required if GPs are expected to deal 
with the pregnancy and birth and 
the postpartum period, as a mid¬ 
wife would. In the current cost-con¬ 
scious climate, the most effective 
solution would be for a pregnant 
woman to book in with a midwife, 
for the midwife to have her medical 
records on her first visit, and the 
midwife then informing the GP of 
the pregnancy of one of their 
patients. Where there are pre-exist¬ 
ing medical problems, the woman 


should be referred by the midwife 
to the appropriate service, which 
may be the GP or may be other 
services.

Vocational route to 
satisfying careers 

School leavers in Swale may face 
disappointment this summer as the 
full force of recent university cuts 
come into effect. 

With fewer university places 
available and more graduates than 
ever joining them in an overcrowd¬ 
ed jobs market, AAT - the UK’s 
leading professional body for 
accounting and finance staff - is 
urging young people to consider 
vocational alternatives. Many 
school leavers and their parents 
assume a degree is the only route 
to a professional career and this 
just isn’t the case. Vocational quali¬ 
fications offer an excellent alterna¬ 
tive. Recent research showed 
almost 60 per cent of young people 
aged 16 to 24 in the South East 
ignored alternatives to university, 
such as vocational training and pro¬ 
fessional qualifications. However, 43 
per cent of those who went to, or 
were at university, were not confi¬ 
dent about their choice. A vocation¬ 
al qualification makes economic 
sense, too. With the average stu¬ 
dent debt at £28,000, the savings 
for choosing this route instead of 
university could be high.

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Churchill's finest 
items to go onEne

A VAST collection of Sir Winston 
Churchill material, from school 
reports to a personal copy of his 
'finest hour’ speech, will soon be 
available online. 

The Churchill Archive Trust has agreed a 
deal with publisher Bloomsbury to make more 
than one million items about the wartime 
Prime Minister, who lived at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, available online in 2012. 

Among the archives being digitised are 
some 2,500 boxes of letters, telegrams, man¬ 
uscripts and photographs. 

It will show not only his greatest moments 
as PM, including drafts of his famous speech¬ 
es such as the rousing “we will fight them on 
the beaches” and “never in the field of human 
conflict” from 1940, but also his human side 
with material that shows his love of gam¬ 
bling and drinking. 

There are also items relating to Churchill’s 
menagerie of pets including the black geese, 
sheep and pigs he kept at Chartwell. 

Dentures 

Meanwhile, a set of Churchill’s false teeth, 
credited with giving the skilled orator his 
characteristically slurred diction, went under 
the hammer in Norfolk for £15,200. 

Auctioneer Keys said the partial set of 
dentures were a spare set of what the Royal 
College of Surgeons once captioned “The 
teeth that saved the world?” 

The teeth, which were estimated to reach 
between £4,000-5,000, went to an unnamed 
collector from Gloucestershire, who also 
owns the microphone through which 
Churchill announced the end of the war. 

Antiques valuer Andrew Bullock said 
Churchill suffered from terrible teeth and 
gums and needed complicated dentistry 
from childhood. 

“The delicacy and special design of the teeth 
have been widely credited with helping 
Churchill speak clearly and effectively,” he said. 

“Churchill lived in fear of losing his false 
teeth - and hence his speaking voice - and 
insisted spare dentures always be on hand.” 

The dentures, which were sold last

Thursday, were carefully designed to ensure 
that he kept his slurred speaking voice, 
which was a deliberate affectation designed 
to overcome a childhood lisp. 

Other items of ‘Churchilliana’ also went 
under the hammer at Keys including a dam¬ 
aged Victorian Boulle cigar box he gave his 
valet, sold for £4,500, and two packs of playing 
cards made for Churchill that fetched £1,000. 

Churchill showered gifts on Norman 
McGowan, who served as his valet from 
1949-54, and Mr McGowan’s family entered 
11 lots in the auction. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you give away 
lightly,” Mr Bullock said about the cigar box. 

“The base is split - which makes it no good 
as a cigar box because the air can get in. So 
that is probably why he gave it away. 

“I have got a delightful vision of Churchill 
picking the box up and banging it on the 
desk causing the box to split, then deciding 
to give it to his valet.” 

When the Churchill archives go live on the 
web in 2012, schools, homes and libraries 
around the world will have access to an 
amazing amount of items. 


Site agreed for 100ft horse 


A KENT sculptor has been offered land near 
Dover for his own Angel of the South. 

Ian Morrison, from Wingham, has been 
given use of the former Ministry of Defence 
land, near Dover, for his 100ft Invicta horse 
sculpture. 

The land, which was also previously owned 
by Channel Tunnel operator Eurotunnel, is 
now in the hands of a private group, which 
has told the sculptor he can locate the 
Kentish symbol there. 

The position of the land, just of the A20 
near Folkestone, means the horse would be 
seen from across the Channel in both Calais 
and Boulogne. 

Mr Morrison said: “It still needs planning 
permission, but this should be possible as 
there are no houses or anything anywhere 
near there. Kent County Council and Dover 
District Council support the idea. 

“I designed it out of anger against the 
Ebbsfleet horse - that is all wrong. I’ve had a 
huge response to the design and hopefully it 
will be ready before the London Olympics.” 

The artist is hoping that the project will be 
partially funded by Kentish people who will 
be willing to pay to have their name 
engraved into the statue. 

“Kentish people will be able to have their 
name put on it,” said Mr Morrison.

“It will be personalised for Kent with the 
names on the mane, tail and wherever eles 
and stand as a record of these people for a 
small fee. It will stay there as long as people 
want it because it will be made from gal¬ 
vanised steel plates. 

“These have a lifespan of 55 years in the 
worst conditions and can be replaced if they 
start to corrode.” 


Reward for urban foxhunters' capture 


KENT’S leading fox experts are offering a 
£1,000 reward to nail a bunch of cruel thugs 
that beat a helpless fox to death with a crick¬ 
et bat. 

The gang call themselves the 
Urban Foxhunters, but expert John 
Bryant said they are breaking sev¬ 
eral laws. 

The group has defended its actions 
following outrage when a video of 
them beating the fox to death 
appeared on YouTube (pictured). It 
has since been removed. 

The Urban Foxhunters said they 
were providing a “public service” by drugging 
foxes in Hackney neighbourhoods, and then 
avoiding any suffering by hammering them to 
death with a cricket bat while they are doped up. 

The slaughter happened close to the home of 
twin baby girls seriously injured by a fox in June. 

One of the gang members, who calls himself 
Lone Horseman, wrote: “We will not be intim¬ 


idated by the crazies. We are performing a 
public service. I have kids and I don’t want 
them being bitten by diseased vermin scum.” 

Now Mr Bryant, from Tonbridge, 
has waded in the controversy and 
offered a cash reward for the suc¬ 
cessful prosecution of the gang 
members. 

He said: “This gang are putting 
out drugged food for foxes. This is 
also a threat to cats and dogs. 
They then chased this fox around, 
beat it to death with a cricket bat 
and put the video online. 

“The police and RSPCA are looking at this, 
and I thought I would offer this £500 reward, 
which is being matched by the Fox Project, 
also based in Kent. 

“They have masks on, but one is identifiable. 
I want to expose these masked idiots. Of 
course this animal suffered because it was 
being chased around.”

SPECTATORS can look forward to thrilling 
action on the high seas when Ramsgate Week 
gets under way. 

Renowned for being one of the friendliest 
regattas in the country, Ramsgate Week 
attracts entrants from all over the country and 
even further afield. Sailors from Belgium, 
France and Holland will be making the trip 
across the Channel to take part in the fun next 
week. 

Despite the stiff competition and fierce rival¬ 
ries encountered out on the water, the event is 
well-known for its warm and welcoming 
atmosphere, and competitors find plenty of 
time to relax together after the races. 

Hosted by the Royal Temple Yacht Club, the 
regatta offers events for serious racers in the 
IRC class and also gives the chance for com¬ 
petitive fun in the Cruiser class. 

In collaboration with Broadstairs Sailing 
Club, the new dinghy sailing weekend will 
take place from Broadstairs on the Saturday 
and Sunday. 



The action can be seen from the safety of dry 
land, so spectators do not need to leave the 
shore to enjoy the entertainment. From the 
Eastern pier head, it is possible to see the 
boats in the Cruiser class jostle for position at 
the RTYC start line. A warning signal starts 
the race sequence and Ramsgate’s Mayor, Cllr 
David Green, will fire the first cannon at 
10.25am on Monday. 

Competitors in the IRC classes will start 
their races offshore and people on the shore 
can see them head out to the start line before 
the races get under way at 10am. Spectators 
should also look out for the colourful spin¬ 
nakers that can be seen ‘flying’ out in front of 
the boats. 

“As well as being a truly international event, 
Ramsgate Week is a family-friendly regatta,” 
said Commodore Mike Brand.

Evening entertainment can be enjoyed at 
the Royal Temple Yacht Club, and there will be 
a children’s area in the Hold Bar.

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Action, pace and laughs fail to help 
stars shine in characterless caper

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz 
have starred in some of the most 
financially successful and critically 
acclaimed films of the past 25 
years, collecting numerous awards 
for their efforts. 

Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in 
the same camera shot and the results are lack¬ 
lustre to say the least. 

Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an 
English language remake of the clever 
Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open Your 
Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolv¬ 
ing, and lacked the style and intelligence of 
Alejandro Amenabar’s original film. 

Experience 

Now these two talented actors reunite for 
James Mangold’s fast-paced action comedy 
that has lots of crash and bang, but almost no 
emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick 
O’Neill’s screenplay but the actor turned 
writer doesn’t yet have the experience to knit 
together the comedy and action elements into 
a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never 
catches fire, even when entire buildings are 
exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming 
Midwestern gal, who is in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is 
unexpectedly caught in the crossfire of a mid¬ 
air shoot-out between paranoid government 
agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun-toting 
assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s 
just one of those things,” smirks Roy nervous- 

iy- 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, 
believing that her high altitude adventure was

nothing more than a bad dream, only for 
Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Marc Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death, 
and must quickly learn the tricks of the spy 
trade to stay alive and avoid an early grave at 
the hands of Antonio (Jordi Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA Agent Fitzgerald (Peter 
Sarsgaard) attempts to persuade June that 
Roy is a rogue spy who must be stopped before 
he hands a newly-discovered perpetual energy 


source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe, 
from Boston to Salzburg and finally to Seville 
for a spectacular finale during a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands 
of Mission: Impossible IV, scheduled for 
release next summer, with a series of bruising 
stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered too 
behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece 
chase. 

However, it’s hard to muster concern for Roy 
and June when the screenplay pays such scant 


attention to character development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the stars 
seem to be bulletproof when it matters, emerg¬ 
ing from the melee virtually unscathed when 
lesser mortals would be riddled with bullets 
and bound for the mortuary slab.

“Even though Pete does these terri¬ 
ble things and he’s amoral and a liar, 
you’ve still got to like him,” says Rafe. 
‘You have to want him to do well, to 


get the job, to get the girl and that 
was a tricky conundrum to solve.” 

He hopes he’s achieved that by 
having Pete remain oblivious to his 
own gauche nature. 

“I think that’s the only way you can 
get through it,” he says. “An inspira¬ 
tion to me and the writers is Curb 
Your Enthusiasm. You hate Larry 
David but you love him as well. 
Everything that Larry does, even 
when he gets himself into terrible sit¬ 
uations, he’s doing it to help other 
people and later on in the series 
Pete’s doing that. He has the best of 
intentions, even if he gets undone.” 

The first episode saw Pete impress 
a girl when he lied about his commit¬ 
ment to green issues, before wrecking 
the first meeting with her parents 
through inappropriate remarks, and 
giving her mother a rape alarm as a 
gift.

The Thar Desert, carpeting 
the emptiness of India’s 
North West, is a vast, deso¬ 
late, sand-blasted expanse, 
dominating Rajasthan - 
the Land of the Kings. 

Here are some of India’s most awe¬ 
inspiring natural and man-made 
spectacles, and travellers can 
explore this wilderness in a style 
befitting the Maharajas. 

Built by the region’s leading fami¬ 
ly, the Rathores, 600 years ago, the 
fort boasts opulent pleasure palaces, 
secluded courtyards and spiked, ele¬ 
phant-proof gates, providing the 
Maharajas with protection and a 
limitless view over their dust-blown 
kingdom - Marwar, the land of 
death. 

And it is from the stomach-churn¬ 
ing height of the fort that visitors 
experience a cultural revelation. The 
toy town far below appears to be 
blue. 

Hundreds of rectangular, flat- 
roofed buildings have been daubed 
various shades of this colour, which 
denotes the home of a Brahmin - 
the highest caste. 

In the city streets, life explodes in 
the crammed alleyways of the old 
town. Sacred cows nibble rubbish in 
doorways, bare-footed children vault 
open sewers, quick-fingered langur 
monkeys are chased from market 
stalls by kohl-eyed beauties veiled 
behind crimson saris. 

Streets throb to the popping cough 
of motorised rickshaws, revving 
motorbikes, and conversations roar 
over the hullabaloo. 

The delicious tang of cooking 
jalebis mixes with sewage, exhaust 
fumes and incense to form a thick 
gauze of scent, as appealing as it is 
appalling. 

The chic Raas Hotel provides lux¬ 
ury and tranquility only yards from 
this chaotic excitement. 


Built in Jodhpur’s signature rose- 
red sandstone, the boutique hotel 
boasts stunning sunset views of the 
Mehrangarh Fort glowering above. 
The muezzin’s call to prayer echoes 
from the pastel rooftops as the fort 
glows in the sinking desert sun. 

South of the city, the Mihirgarh 
Resort is opulent too: within the 
ochre, mud-styled battlements are 
nine luxury suites and a mini-tem¬ 
ple, a perfect romantic hideaway. 

But Rajasthan’s soul lies in the 
desert, and many visitors explore 
the Thar’s mystery from the back of 
a camel. 

Getting on is the hard part: vault¬ 
ing your leg over their tent-sized 
backs can demand bodily contor¬ 
tions. 

But once you’ve conquered this 
irascible, spitting troublemaker, the 
animal rapidly propels you to the 
perfect height from which to appre¬ 
ciate the acacia-fringed sparseness 
of the dunes as they melt from gold 
to rust in the sinking sun. 

You then spend a night under the 
star-smeared desert sky. 


The area around Manvar is the 
spiritual home to the opium ceremo¬ 
ny used by Rajput, Bishnoi and 
Marwari communities in the desert 
environs of Jodhpur. 

Life is harsh in scattered desert 
villages. Precious seeds, grain and 
gourds prised from the earth are 
stacked carefully in mounds, while 
villages raise money by allowing 
tourists to inspect their way of life. 

Further west, the city of Jaisalmer 
emerges from the desert like a 
dream. In the heat haze, it shimmers 
like a giant, mustard-coloured trifle. 

Within 60 miles of the Pakistan 
border, the city is more brash and 
showy than Jodhpur. 

Honey-hued sandstone lends 
Jaisalmer the title of “Golden City”. 
Enclosed by a fort, the old town rises 
80 metres into the air and is 
encrusted with endless battlements. 

Inside, mind-bogglingly ornate 
Jain temples and sprawling havelis 
- merchants’ homes - resemble a 
living museum. 

This was India’s magnetic, riotous 
pull and I was hooked.

SKODA’S Yeti crossover/SUV was named 
Car of the Year at the prestigious Auto 
Express magazine awards. 

The top prize was one of five earned by 
the Czech manufacturer, with magazine 
editor David Johns praising the Yeti’s ver¬ 
satility as both possible off-roader and 
compact MPV, without demanding “the 
dynamic or financial compromises usually 
associated with either.” 

He added: “The Skoda Yeti (from 
£13,990) mixes tough Tonka toy looks, 
sharp handling and a high-quality and 
spacious cabin with the brand’s famed 
value-for-money pricing and service.” 



Ferrari's pocket-rocket 
is the ultimate tribute 

FANCY a cut-price Ferrari? Then check 
out this £30,000 Ferrari version of the Fiat 
500, made by the Italian marque’s sport¬ 
ing arm, Abarth. 

Known as the 695 Tribute Ferrari, just 
152 right-hand examples will be sold in 
the UK, complete with classic Ferrari red 
livery, carbon wing mirrors and grey alloys 
and front air intakes. 

A 180bhp 1.4-litre turbocharged engine 
takes the pocket rocket to 62mph in seven 
seconds and a top speed of 140mph, yet it 
can still average more than 40mpg.

Diesel not such a Smart 
move - and here's why 


APART from the few electric cars 
around, Smart’s diesel version of 
its distinctive ForTwo coupe is the 
greenest production car on UK 
roads. 

It offers parity on C02 emissions with that 
paragon of eco-motoring, the Toyota Prius, and 
betters its average fuel consumption by 
around five mpg. 

You could also buy two for the price of the 
Toyota and dodge around town and park more 
easily - providing you don’t have to carry more 
than two people. 

But a petrol Smart is an even smarter 
choice; the diesel (from £9,440) might be a 
masterpiece of compact engineering, but it’s 
gruff and lumpy, especially when cold. 

And it hates accelerating; the official time to 
62mph is 16.8 seconds, but that seems opti¬ 
mistic and you soon learn to throttle back any¬ 
way to ease the racket. 

If the diesel has a virtue, it is the extra 
weight deadening the pitching effect allowed 
by the car’s short wheelbase when changing 
gear automatically. Familiarity with any

Smart teaches you to back off the throttle just 
before the gearbox changes up anyway, but I 
prefer to select the gears manually and let the 
car self-select only when in slow moving traf¬ 
fic. Despite its relative height, a Smart does 
not roll into bends as you might expect either 
and the diesel is even better planted. 

Nevertheless, with the extra wear and tear 
on tyres and mechanicals - not to mention the 
nerves - it makes it hard to recommend the 
diesel to any but the committed town dweller. 

And as many Smarts are bought as cheap- 
to-run second cars and consequently do fewer 
miles, this also argues against the fuel savings 
of the dearer diesel - just buy the petrol ver¬ 
sion. The Smart range now has a proper boot, 
with roll-top parcel shelf and two-part open¬ 
ing. For light items, you simply lift the glass 
upper tailgate; if loading bulkier stuff, you 
then drop the main tailgate - it is the perfect 
shopping trolley. 

Unfortunately, a 20cm/eight inch increase in 
length stops you parking nose or tail into the 
kerb - the car seems to jut out just too far for 
comfort - and prices start at nearly £8,680, 
which is more than enough for a decent four- 
seat city car like the Fiat Panda.

Sellers drop prices as 
supply beats demand 

HOMEOWNERS coming on to the mar¬ 
ket have dropped their asking prices for 
the first time this year, according to 
Rightmove. 

The website is currently accommodat¬ 
ing an additional 30,000 properties a 
week, up 45 per cent compared to a year 
ago, and its latest Consumer Confidence 
Survey indicates that home-mover senti¬ 
ment is “faltering”. 

The number of unsold homes per 
estate agent jumped by almost 25 per 
cent in the first half of 2010, as a surge 
in new sellers outstripped new mortgage 
approvals. 

Commercial director, Miles Shipside, 
said: “Estate agents are suffering from 
podgy portfolios, and buyers’ fitness to 
purchase is in correspondingly poor 
shape. 

“With agents beginning to choke on a 
surfeit of new stock, sellers are going to 
have to price at bargain levels and bull- 
ishly promote their properties in order to 
stand out from the crowd.” 

According to Mr Shipside, sellers who 
act quickly could still benefit from some 
of the price gains made in the last 18 
months, but they must market their 
properties realistically from the outset. 

New regulations could 
hit mortgage providers 

THE introduction of new regulations to 
encourage responsible lending among 
mortgage providers is ill-timed, accord¬ 
ing to a leading industry body. 

Responding to a consultation paper on 
the changes released by the Financial 
Services Authority (FSA), the 
Association of Mortgage Intermediaries 
(AMI) said it was concerned about the 
cumulative impact of the new rules. 

AMI director Robert Sinclair 
explained: “Our main concern remains 
the timing of these changes and the fur¬ 
ther risk that we will make many fami¬ 
lies either property or mortgage prison¬ 
ers. 

“We are also concerned that we are 
seeing piece-meal introduction of the 
proposals, with aspects such as transi¬ 
tional arrangements not yet ready for 
consultation.” 

The proposals form part of a major 
review of the mortgage industry by the 
FSA, which is keen to impose affordabil¬ 
ity tests introduced for all mortgages to 
make the lender responsible for assess¬ 
ing a customer’s ability to pay.

HOUSE prices fell 0.5 per cent in 
July for the first time since 
February data from Nationwide’s 
monthly house price index has 
shown. 

Nationwide said this was due to the low 
number of properties changing hands across 
the UK, which is still running at only half the 
levels seen prior to the financial crisis and 
recession. 

Average UK house prices in July were 
£169,347. The annual change has slipped from 
June’s figure of 8.7 per cent to 6.6 per cent. 

Demand from homebuyers has made little 
progress in building upon the recovery seen 
during much of 2009. 

Martin Gahbauer, chief executive at 
Nationwide, blamed this on a combination of 
restrictive credit conditions and uncertainty 
about the future economic outlook. 

He said: “Many potential buyers still lack 
the confidence to purchase their first home or 
trade up when faced with uncertainty over 
future income and employment prospects.” 

Although Mr Gahbauer is encouraged by the 
strong economic growth seen in April to June 
of 1.1 per cent, he said concerns about the 
medium-term impact of fiscal austerity on per¬ 
sonal finances outweighs any potential opti¬ 
mism. 

He said: “It will take several months to 
establish whether house prices are now simply 
oscillating around a flat price trend or 
whether a period of downward trending prices 
may be in store.” 

Bank of England figures show that mort¬ 
gage approvals fell more than expected in 


June and overall lending slowed, offering fur¬ 
ther evidence that the housing market is run¬ 
ning out of steam following price rises last 
year. 

The bank said net mortgage lending growth 
slowed to £665m in June from May’s £838m 
while mortgage approvals fell to 47,643 in 
June from 49,461 in May. 

“This is the first time the annual rate has 
turned negative since April last year, but it is 


likely to remain so in future months as com¬ 
parison is made with a stronger market 
towards the end of last year,” said Paul Samter 
of the Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

“Remortgaging activity also remains at 
exceptionally subdued levels. The low demand 
is being driven both by the lack of demand 
among existing borrowers enjoying low rates, 
and tighter criteria that may be constraining 
borrowers who do wish to remortgage.” 


Don't be taken in by rogue 
traders offering 'good deals' 


THE Office of Fair Trading is warning peo¬ 
ple that summer is peak time for rogue 
traders who offer home maintenance work 
on the doorstep. 

In 2009, the government-funded advice 
service, Consumer Direct, received more 
than 5,300 complaints over such offers of 
work, a 16 per cent rise from the previous 
year. 

Complaints peaked from July through to 
the autumn, with rogue doorstep traders 
often encouraging people into making 
hasty decisions by offering attractive rates 


and using persuasive sales techniques. 

Roofing jobs received the most complaints 
followed by tarmacing and paving . 

The OFT offers advice on how to avoid 
being scammed. 

A spokesman said: “If a trader knocks at 
your door do not agree to on-the-spot house 
repairs, or sign anything on the spot. 

“Be wary of special offers or warnings 
that your house is unsafe. 

“Do not make snap decisions. Take time to 
talk to someone you trust before you make 
a decision.”

MACKNADE Cricket Club are 
three games from clinching promo¬ 
tion to Division Four of the Kent 
League and captain Lee Rigden 
admits the title is now theirs to lose.
